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2. DE CONCINI'S AMENDMENT EXPECTED SINCE 

HE HAD EARLIER SUCCESSFULLY INTRODUCED A SIMILAR AMENDMENT 
FOR THE AUTHORIZATION BILL WHICH HAD BEEN LATER RESCINDED 
IN CONFERENCE. THE REALLY TELLING BLOW CAME FROM THE 
REMARKS OF SENATOR INOUYE, CHAIRMAN OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE, 
WHICH HAD JUST CONCLUDED ITS REVIEW OF THE BILL. 

3. INOUYE, SUPPOSEDLY SPEAKING IN SUPPORT OF THE UNU, 

NOTED THAT THE ADMINISTRATION WAS FORITBUT THEN STATED 
THAT HE WAS TIRED OF THE ADMINISTRATION SAYING THAT WE HAD 
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A RESPONSIBILITY BECAUSE EVERYONE WAS WATCHING OUR EXAMPLE. 
HE THEN SPOKE OF JAPAN'S PROSPERITY AND ITS FAILURE TO 
CONTRIBUTE ONE CENT TO THE VIET NAM POST-WAR REFUGEE 
PROBLEM. HE NOTED THAT IT HAD REFUSED TO ACCEPT A SINGLE 
REFUGEE THOUGH IT HAD GREATLY PROFITTED FROM THE WAR. 

HE STATED TOO THAT IT IS TIME "SOME OTHER NATION BORE 
THE BURDEN" OF SOME PROGRAMS. SENATOR BELLMON ADDED THAT 
THERE WAS NO CONGRESSIONAL SUPPORT FOR THE U.S. INITAITIVE 
IN LAUNCHING THE UNU CONCEPT AND THAT HE WAS TIRED OF 
COMMITMENTS BEING MADE PRIOR TO DISCUSSION WITH CONGRESS. 
SENATOR WEIKER ALSO SPOKE AGAINST THE UNU, NOTING THIS 
CONTRIBUTION WAS ONLY THE FIRST TOWARD A LARGER COMMITMENT 
OF $65 MILLION.
